Mutscher Makes Statement 
To House on Stock Deals

Sixty-nine animals, steers, sheep and 


market hogs, exhibited by youngsters in 
the 13th Annual Navarro County Youth 
Exposition brought their 
owners 


collectively $10,960 Wednesday in the 
auction at Jess Young's Livestock 
Commission Co. 


Thirty steers sold at auction for 


$9,409.91 with the grand champion 
exhibited by Jerry Guthrie, Blooming 
Grove FFA chapter, bringing the top 
price of $572.85 or 67 cents per pound. 


It was to be expected that the grand 


champion would sell highest, but the 
surprise to the exhibitor was it was 
bought by his grandfather, H. C; 
Clements of Longview. Jerry's mother, 
Mrs. Robert C. Jackson exclaimed "We 
didn't even know Dad was coming to the 
sale." 


The reserve champion, shown by Tony 


Sandei-Sj Frost FFA chapter, went to 
Jess Young for $349.05 at 39 cents per 
pound. 


Young said he was well pleased with 


the response from buyers who par- 
ticipated in the auction as they "helped 
the kids out a lot". Young said steers 
sold for an average of four cents over the 
market price; sheep sold for around 12 
cents above market price arid hogs 
brought an average of six cents above 
market, excluding the prices paid for the 
grand champions. 


The grand champion sheep, ownefd by 


exhibited by Mark Watson, Blooming 
Grove FFA member, was bought \ for 
$73.70 by Drew Gillen of Blooming Grove 
and Judge James C. Sewell. It brought 67 
cents per pound. Jim Stephenson 
claimed the reserve champion for $47.40 
from exhibitor Fred Krauser of ,the 
Corsicana FFA chapter. 


Garland Poole's grand champion hog 


sold to Victor Cooper Insurance for 
$84.60 bringing the Corsicana FFA, 
chapter member 36 cents per pound for 
his winning animal. Jess Young bought 
the reserve champion exhibited by 
another Corsicana 
FFAer, /Allen 


Stewart, for $42.

Eight hogs sold at auction collectively 


for $404.49 


Two hogs sold per pound higher than 


did the reserve champion. Bobby 
Salazar's third place animal sold for 
$51.58 or 26.5 cents per pound compared 
to the 25 cents a pound brought by the 
reserve champion. Salazar is a member 
of the Corsicana FFA. A Blooming 
Grove 4-H clubber, Randy Springer, saw 
his 10th place hog sell for $54.60, or 26 
cents per pound. E. McCullough bought 
Salazar's animal and Charles Rhodes 
was top bidder for Springer's hog. 


A number of parents of exhibitors 


wound up purchasing their son's and 
daughter's livestock in the auction. In 
the steer sale, Wesley Green's 
heavyweight animal placed seventh in 
judging in its class, went to his father's 
Green's Western Clothes store for the 
second highest price paid overall, $510. 


Animals were sold by weight and 


grade in class with spirited bidding that 
saw numerous animals ranked lower in 
placement in judging during the Youth 
Exposition selling from time to time at 
higher per pound prices than animals 
placed above them in judging.

AUSTIN (AP) — Speaker Gus Mut- 


scher went before the House today and 
asserted there was never any connection 
between alleged quick-profit stock deals 
and passage of two banking bills in 1969. 


"I want to assure you that at no time 


during my six terms in this house have I 
ever aided or abbetted in the passage of 
any legislation for a financial con- 
sideration—directly or indirectly," 
Mutscher said. 


The speaker left his raised podium and 


stood before the House at the lower 
speaking platform normally used in 
House debates. 
His wife, Donna, a former Miss 


America who bore Mutscher's first child 
March 22, sat at one side of the House 
chamber as Mutscher read his six-page 
statement. 


House members applauded the 


speaker when he finished his remarks. 


Mutscher told the House he brought 


10,000 shares of National Bankers Life 
Insurance Co. stock at $13 a share on 
July 23,1969, and sold 7,500 shares at $20 
a share on Sept. 11, 1969. He said the 
shares were sold to the Jesuit Fathers, 
who, Mutscher declared, sold 30,000 
shares of the stock less than two months 
later at $25.20 a share. 


He said he paid off his note to the 


Sharpstown State Bank of Houston, now 
defunct, and realized a "net profit" of 
less than $20,000.

•that five days before his cruci- 
fixion Jesus should have ridden 
into the city of Jerusalem ac- 
claimed by hundreds—and pos- 
sibly thousands—who lined the 
roads and streets as the Messiah 
rode by.

The Vineyard 


As was his custom, Jesus set 


forth his teaching on this occa- 
.sion with a parable. A certain 
householder "which plai 
vineyard, and hedged it 
about, and digged a winepress in 
it, and built a tower, and let it 
out to husbandmen . . ." went 
into a far country. When the 
time of the harvest drew near 
he sent his servants to the hus- 
bandmen that they might re- 
ceive the .fruits of it. But the 
husbandmen took his servants 
and beat one and killed another 
and stoned another. Last of all 
he sent his son, saying, "They 
will reverence my son." But 
when they saw the son, they con- 
spired to kill him. What will hap-

chief defense lawyer in the Sha- 
ron Tate murder trial says ap- 
peals of the convictions and death 
sentences of Charles Manson and 
his three women followers may 
last five years and will be taken 
to the 
Supreme Court if 


necessary. 


Paul Fitzgerald said in an in- 


terview Tuesday that the defense 
will launch its appeal on April 19 
at a hearing before Superior 
Court Judge Charles Older, who 
presided over 9Vfemonth trial that 
ended Monday. 


Older has the power to lower 


the death penalties to life im- 
prisonment and Fitzgerald said 
defense attorneys would ask for 
the sentence reduction as well as 
reduction of the convictions to 
second-degree murder. 


Central issues in the appeals of 


all defendants he said, will in- 
clude pretrial publicity, the 
court's refusal to move the trial 
out of Los Angeles County, the 
joining of the four defendants in 
one trial—and the admissibility 
of certain evidence and tes- 
timony. 


Maxwell Keith, defending 


I^eslie Van Houten, said one of 
her main points on appeal is that 
she should not have been tried 
with the others because she was 
charged and convicted of only 
two of the seven killings in 
August 1969. 


Most damaging to chances of a 


possible reversal, said Fitz- 
gerald, were the women's wit- 
ness stand confessions. Miss Van 
Houten, 21, Patricia Krenwinkel, 
23, and Susan Atkins, 22, said 
they killed while "stoned" on 
I>SD. 
"What the defendants did is 
confess to something other than 
premeditated first-degree mur- 
der," Fitzgerald said. "Accord- 
ing to their version of events, at 
most, they've confessed to 
second-degree murder." 


Fitzgerals also said he was 


"almost totally convinced that a 
body found Saturday in the Sespe 
Hot Springs area of Ventura 
County is that of Ronald Hughes, 
the lawyer who represented Miss 
Van Houten until his disap- 
pearance last November while on 
a camping trip. 


Fitzgerald said that because of 


the condition of the body "it will 
be almost impossible to tell what 
the cause of death was."

But backers—including Mc- 


Kissack and sponsor DeWitt Hale 
of Corpus Christi—want to have 


enough time to insure a tvo- 
thirds majority so the'bill can 
take immediate effect.

McKissack said this might 


make mixed drinks available by 
the start of the tourist season if 
local option elections are held 
quickly enough in Texas cities. 


Prohibitionists let the commit- 


tee know they would like to see 
the bill killed. But they showed 
they knew this was unlikely, and 
some asked that the measure be 
made at least more acceptable to 
drys. 


Wets attacked two main points 


in the bill: a $5,000 state license 
requirement to serve mixed 
drinks and a Senate amendment 
requiring towns to be incorpo- 
rated for three years and have 


100 registered voters before 
holding local option elections. 


"I am 100 per cent opposed to 


this bill, in toto," said Sam Mor- 
ris of San Antonio, manager of 
radio station KDRY. 


Morris' laughed at those, in- 


cluding Hale, who denied it was a 
wet-dry issue. 


A.W. Rutter Jr. of Midland, 


president of a firm that operates 
motels and restaurants, asked 
that liquor by the drink be limited 
to restaurants, bowling alleys 
and other places "so the drinking 
is incidental." 


He said the $5,000 license fee is 


too steep for most restaurants but 
is not high enough to keep out 
certain undesirables. 


News Executives 
Push Shield Law 


AUSTIN (AP)-A proposal to 


allow newsmen to keep secret 
their sources, unless ordered by a 
judge to reveal them, has been 
sent to a Senate subcommittee 
for two weeks. 


News executives, including a 


lawyer, supported the bill Tues- 
day in appearances before the 
Senate Jurisprudence Commit- 
tee. 


James E. Crowther, vice pres- 


ident and general counsel of the 
Houston Post Co., said the bill 


was designed to resolve the con- 
flict of 'freedom of the press ... 
and the right to compel a witness 
to appear..." 


The measure, Crowther said, 


"does not propose to put news- 
men outside the law but it does 
recognize the peculiar status of 
the press to gather the news and 
publish it." 


Sen. Charles Herring of Austin, 


chairman of the Jurisprudence 
Committee, said the bill would be 
put in a subcommittee for two 


weeks for further study. 


"It is granting immunity so to 


speak and should be given careful 
consideration ... particularly an 
in-depth review of such words as 
'compelling need' ..." Herring 
said. 


The proposal states: 
"No reporter, editor, writer, 


photographer, announcer or oth- 
er person engaged in the gather- 
ing, dissemination or presenta- 
tion of news on behalf of any 
newspaper, periodical, press as- 
sociation, news syndicate, "'ire 
service or radio or television 
station shall be required to testify 
in any action, suit or proceeding, 
or before any grand jury, con-

$3.8 billion, or 28 per cent of the 
bill. Of this total, direct out-of- 
pocket payments accounted for 
$3.2 billion; private health in- 
surance and philanthropy paid 
for the rest. 


Medicaid, the State-Federal 


program that helps pay health 
care bills for the indigent and 
some of the medically indigest 
population, paid $2.1 billion 
during the 12-month period, 
according to the social security 
study. 


The average annual medical 


bill for the elderly was $692 per 
person, according to the study. 
"But the average out-of-pocket 
outlay for any one 65 or older was 
only $163," Mrs. Rigdon said. 


Medicare 
includes 
both 


hospital insurance, which is 
financed by contributions to 
social security, and medical 
insurance, a voluntary program 
financed by individual premium 
payments and matching con- 
tributions 
by the Federal 


Government. 


Medicare is administered by 


the 
Social 
Security 
Ad- 


ministration. If you are ap- 
proaching age 65 you should call 
your closest social security office 
about 
Medicare 
coverage. 


Enrollment for the doctor portion 
of Medicare is limited to a seven 
month period beginning three 
months before the month you are 
65 and continuing through the end 
of the third month after the 
month you are 65. 


During January first through 


March thirty-first of each year 
there is an open enrollment 
period. If you missed your initial 
enrollment period now is the time 
to sign up for the supplementary 
medical insurance. Be sure to 
call the social security office 
before 4:30 p.m. on March 31st if 
you are past 65 and not enrolled 
for supplementary medical in- 
surance.
